A state of seige has been pro- 
claimed in Dresden. Five persons 
were killed in Saturday's disorders, 
but eventually the demonstrators 
dispersed when a Government min- 
ister promised a deputation that all 
the demands of the soldiers should 
be granted—old rates of pay and 
adequate food rations. 

The official explanation of the 
trouble is that it arose through a 
misunderstanding that the reduction 
of the pay of noncommissioned of- 
_ fieers and men to peace rates order- 
ed by the empire, but which does not 
yet apply to Saxony, were to be en- 
forced there. The Saxon Govern- 
ment is applying to Berlin for the 
withdrawal of the order. 

Official Version Given. 

An official version of the affair 
fays Minister Neuring received a 
deputation and promised a general 
fulfillment of the wishes of the sol- 
diers. 

“In the course of time,” the com- 
munication continues,” the wounded 
were joined by a number of other 
soldiers, whé were partly armed, and 
prevented people from entering or 
leaving the building. Some of the 
armed soldiers pushed their way into 
the inner part of the ministry. An 
imprudent young soldier, employed 
in the ministry as an orderly, be- 
came confused and threw two un- 
loaded hand grenades into the cham- 
ber. No one was injured by them. 

“On the street arumor started 
that Nuering had given orders to 
throw hand grenades. This was 
quite untrue. On this false rumor 
Neuring was murdered. 

“After this occurrence, three uni- 
formed men pushed their way into 


headquarters, saying they were 
members of the Red _ Soldiers’ 
League. One had a very defective 


knowledge of German, which proves 
the entire occurrence was influ- 
enceed by Russian agents.” 

A dispatch from the German Wolff 
Bureau says the news agency learns 
that, when Minister of Defense Noske 
was informed of the killing of Neur- 
ing, he arranged to give increased 
support immediately to the Saxon 
Government. The dispatch ads that 
so many troops are proceeding to 
Dresden that it is certain law and 
order will be quickly restored.

For Rail-and-Water Rates. 

“Under the old form of §private 
management railroads in this coun- 
try had no substantial interest in act- 
ing as feeders to the waterways and, 
of course, there was no other form 
of feeder available. It therefore 
seems to me that in any permanent 


‘solution of the railroad problem 


which may be adopted, it will be

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THOMAS JEFFERSON'S HOME 
IN PARIS MARKED BY TABLET 


Secretary Daniels Among Speakers at 

Unveiling Conducted by Univer- 
sity of Virginia Men, 

'Ry the Associated Press. 

| PARIS, April 14.—“The Overseas 
‘Alumni of the University of Virginia 
‘unveiled Saturday a tablet marking 
the site of the former residence of 
Thomas Jefferson, at the corner of 
‘Avenue Champs Elysee and Rue de 
Berri, the oceasion celebrating the 
hundredth anniversary of his found- 
‘ing of the university. Among the 
speakers was Secretary of the Navy 
_ Daniels, who said: 

“In the philosophy of Jefferson 
|} there is guidance for all men in 
| peace and war, guidance which spans 
| decades, oceans and natural and 
racial barriers, for he understood as 
_none of his contemporaries and none 
| of his successors except Lincoln and 
Wilson the longing and aspirations 
' of the human heart for freedom. 

“In the great war through which 
|} we have passed, a war as yet un- 
;named——(may we not hope the fruits 
|to be garnered may cause it to be 
known as the War Against War)-—— 
men turned to Jefferson's writings 
for directions and for the last word 
of inspiration. They found it in an 
extract from his letter written in 
' 1807 to Mme, Desteal, tn this sen- 
tence: ‘When wrongs are pressed be- 
| cause it is believed they will be 
borne, resistance becomes morality.’ 
| “It was in this spirit that the men 
of America weighed the wrongs 
which Prussianism pressed upon the 
world and they entered the war be- 
cause it became apparent to all that 
‘resistance’ had become ‘morality.’ 
Though he abhorred war as ‘the 
greatest scourge of mankind,’ Mr. 
Jefferson gave a shiboleth to the 
fighters for American independence 
‘and a motif for American participa-
